My letter to Mayor Walton, copy attached, ex- . 
plains itself rather fully. This letter will doubtless 
be criticized—I have only done for the Mayor what 
I would desire that he, or another, should do for 
me under like circumstances. 
Already I have met bitter protest about “bring­ 
ing this out so close to the election.” It is yet six 
weeks until the election, and the Mayor has already 
had ample time since the writing of the letter tot 
have thoroughly refuted the statements therein 
contained, if untrue. 
No charge of procastination can consistently be 
made against me in this connection. I never knew 
definitely that there was such a list until Thurs­ 
day; I secured this list Friday; visited the institu­ 
tion Friday afternoon; wrote and mailed the letter 
the first thing Saturday morning; having now 
waited 72 hours for some response, I am calling 
the matter to the attention of the public. • 
“Must be keenly interested?” you say. I am, 
but not more so than every good citizen should be 
—certainly nothing personal. 
There should be no secrets, of this character, 
between a public official and his constituents. He 
who asks for our confidence should give us his. 
There should be mutual confidence and esteem be- 
■ tween a governor and his people. 
“Have I fully verified these statements?” you 
say. I have not—I cannot. I do not have access to 
the records of this institution—“Our records are 
just as private and as sacred as the records of a 
bank,’” so I am informed, and to which I agree. I 
have no grand jury powers; no legislative commit­ 
tee is available; nor should matters of this kind be 
left for grand juries and legislative committees to 
develop. 
Mr. Walton can make these records public in 
30 minutes—no crime is charged against him; we 
just want to know. If he was in possession of hon­ 
est funds, legitimately obtained, it was no crime 
to invest in the stock of this institution; rather is 
he to be commended for “salting down” this nest 
egg. 
This is a worthy institution, apparently well 
managed. It pays good dividends, and the stock is 
non-taxable—a good buy I call it, of which no man 
should, be ashamed.—(CAMPBELL RUSSELL)..

GOOD SOAP FOR LESS 
THAN TWO CENTS A POUND 


(By the Associated Press) 
LINCOLN, Neb. Oct. 12.— Educa­ 
tion must recognize the principle 
of efficiency operating 
in 
society 
and apply it in the improvement of 
its own practices and results, H. B. 
Wilson, superintendent of schools at 
Berkeley, Calif., told members of 
the Nebraska State 
Teachers’ 
as­ 
sociation here today. 
Studies of the content in elemen­ 
tary curricula have already shown 
that there is more useless, function­ 
less material in the ordinary texts 
in arithmetic, geography, physiology, 
language and grammar than there is 
material of value, he declared. 
“In the world of business and 
commerce, efficiency has become the 
slogan during the last decade,” Su­ 
perintendent Wilson 
said. 
‘‘Every 
leading progressive, outstanding in­ 
stitution is continually studying its 
procedures and its products with 
the idea of improving both. 
“We must be willing to apply 
to our methods and to our products, 
standards appropriate to judge of 
our work which are corresponding­ 
ly as severe as those applied in thai 
field of business. There is no place i 
in an up-to-date business institution 
for that which is merely fairly good, 
or for that which is dead or obso-i 
iete or seriously out-of-date. 
“The course of study now in cf-, 
feet in schools should be improved 
by eliminating large quantities of 
useless, obsolete, dead, functionless, 
not 
to say antediluvian 
material 
which exists in large quantities in 
everysubject of study in 
the 
ele­ 
mentary and high schools and in the 
colleges and universities. 
“The material in text books has 
been accumulated by a gradual pro­ 
cess of accretion. 
Until 
recently 
there was no careful effort to study 
the value of the material. One au­ 
thor after another copied from those 
who had written books before him. 
“ Until recently this was true of 
spelling. Within the last few years 
the spelling lists have 
been 
cut 
down from twelve 
and 
fourteen 
thousand to three and four thousand 
I words. That which has ben eliminat- 
! ed was 
useless 
and 
functionless. 
Corresponding eliminations can be 
made in all subjects of study. 
“The organization of the school 
must be planned in such a way as 
to differentiate the children in the 
various grades and 
subjects into 
groups of corresponding ability and 
approximately the same interest. 
“This differentiation, has been ac­ 
complished in a few of the leading 
I cities of the country but from the 


I standpoint of 
a l l the children of 
! the nation as a whole, they are be- 


j lug taught in classes or heterogen- 
I ious composition."
